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INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1956  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Denholme. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  population  estimate  was  20 
higher  than  in  1955,  giving  a total  population  for  Denholme  of  2,620. 
There  were  36  births,  seven  more  than  in  the ‘previous  year,  and  a 
Standardised  Rate  of  14.27.  Although  there  were  34  deaths,  a change 
in  the  comparability  factor  gave  almost  the  same  Standardised  Death 
Rate  as  in  1955.  It  is  pleasing,  however,  to  record  that  there  were 
no  deaths  from  infectious  disease,  including  Tuberculosis,  or  from 
maternal  causes.  Although  there  were  no  infant  deaths,  two  stillbirths 
were  notified. 

Infectious  Disease 

More  than  half  the  cases  of  Pneumonia  occurred  in  persons  over 
65  years  of  age.  The  prevalence  of  Salmonella  and  Dysentery  infec- 
tions emphasises  the  importance  of  high  standards  of  personal  hygiene, 
and  a modern  approach  to  the  handling  of  foods  as  prescribed  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Section  II  of  the  Report  on  Environmental  Sanitation  has  been 
prepared  by  Mr.  Blackburn  who  succeeds  Mr.  Plummer  as  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest,  and  to  the  Clerk  and  Surv^eyor 
for  their  material  help  throughout  the  year.

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POPULATION 


Census  of  1951 

The  population  of  Denholme  decreased  from  2,662  in  1931  to 
2,587  in  1951.  The  intercensal  decrease  was  2.8%  compared  with 
9.4%  in  the  1921/31  period.  There  were  939  private  households 
and  0.81  persons  per  room,  3,206  rooms  being  occupied.  Few 
houses  accommodate  multiple  families.  There  is  a high  percentage 
of  small  dwellings  occupied  by  individual  families.  The  percentage 
of  persons  living  at  the  rate  of  more  than  two  persons  per  room  fell 
from  8.00  in  1931  to  3.13  in  1951. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Denholme  is  an  isolated  town  with  an  elevation  of  about  1,000 
feet  above  mean  sea  level,  seven  miles  distant  from  Halifax, 
Keighley  and  Bradford  to  the  south,  north  and  east  respectively. 
Environs  are  rural;  road  gradients  are  steep  and  the  area  forms  a 
natural  water  gathering  ground  with  numerous  reservoirs.  The  com- 
pact township  is  a centre  of  industrial  and  shopping  activity  and 
roads  radiating  provide  access  to  neighbouring  large  towns.  The 
density  of  the  population  is  approximately  one  person  per  acre.  Apart 
from  the  central  area  of  Denholme  where  the  great  majority  of  the 
population  live,  Denholme  Clough  on  the  Halifax  Road  is  the  only 
other  populous  part  of  the  Urban  District,  the  remainder  consisting 
of  scattered  hamlets  and  farms.  Some  development  has  taken  place 
along  the  main  roads,  but  this  is  less  pronounced  than  the  ribbon 
development  seen  in  other  places.  Much  of  the  property  in  the  town 
is  mid-nineteenth  century,  built  of  local  stone  with  Yorkshire  grey 
slated  roofs.  As  in  adjacent  parts  of  the  West  Riding  the  Back-to- 
back  house  is  prevalent. 

The  basic  industry  is  spinning,  weaving  and  the  manufacture  of 
worsteds,  knitting  wools  and  yams.  Other  industries  include  silk 
weaving,  joinery  and  leather  production,  stone  quarrying  and  saw 
mills.  Forty  farms  produce  milk  and  rear  cattle. 

The  population  are  predominantly  artisans  and  the  large  majority 
engage  in  industry  and  agriculture  within  the  area.  A substantial 
group  of  aged  persons,  mostly  retired,  are  included  in  the  population. 

The  social  life  of  the  district  provides  educational,  cultural  and 
recreational  amenities.  Churches  are  numerous  and  form  active 
centres  of  community  life.  There  are  two  schools  which  accom- 
modate about  300  pupils.  The  Mechanics’  Institute,  Picture  House 
and  Play  grounds  provide  diversions  for  the  population.  Relative 
isolation  promotes  a hardy,  independent  spirit,  and  at  the  same  time 
fuses  community  interests. 

There  was  little  transfer  of  labour  within  the  district  and  un- 
employment figures  are  very  low. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 


Medical  Practitioners. 

The  Public  Health  Department  enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of 
private  doctors  in  Denholme.  Doctors  held  morning  Surgeries  and 
weekly  evening  Surgeries  to  convenience  patients  who  otherwise  would 
have  to  travel  a considerable  distance. 

Hospital  Liaison. 

Surgical  and  medical  cases  are  treated  at  Hospitals  in  the  Brad- 
ford “A”,  Bradford  “B”,  Halifax  and  Keighley-Bingley  Groups. 
Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Morton  Banks,  Keighley  or 
Leeds  Road,  Bradford.  The  area  drains  into  Halifax,  Keighley  or 
Bradford  for  maternity  purposes,  although  occasional  normal  cases 
are  cared  for  at  Shipley  or  other  Maternity  Homes  in  the  County. 
The  chronic  and  infirm  sick  obtain  bed  accommodation  when  avail- 
able at  Calverley,  Stoney  Ridge,  Keighley  St.  John’s  or  Thornton 
View,  and  mental  disease  is  usually  treated  at  Menston  Mental  Hos- 
pital. Convalescent  facilities  are  arranged  by  the  Hospital  directly, 
or  through  the  Public  Health  Department  under  the  County  Council 
scheme.  The  former  is  free,  the  latter  on  a cost  basis. 

Clinic  Services. 

The  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the 
Methodist  Church  which  is  centrally  situate.  Facilities  offered 
are  simple  but  reasonably  satisfactory  for  Ante-Natal,  Child 
Welfare  and  School  Health  purposes.  The  Hall  is  well  heated; 
lighting  and  ventilation  are  satisfactory.  There  is  ample  accommoda- 
tion and  a large  waiting  hall  which  can  accommodate  prams  in  in- 
clement weather.  A small  room  is  available  for  the  doctor’s  consulta- 
tion: another  for  distribution  of  food  and  weighing  of  children.  The 
Clinic  is  attended  by  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  with  the  valuable 
assistance  of  voluntary  workers.  A wide  range  of  Infant  Foods  is 
provided  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

Ambulances. 

The  District  is  served  by  the  Keighley  Depot  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  but  additional  services  can  be  obtained  from  Brad- 
ford. 

Nursery  Facilities. 

A Nursery  Class  is  attached  to  the  Denholme  Council  School. 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES, 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  District  Nurse  in  the  course  of  her  daily  duties  attends  many 
aged  persons.  Indeed  a majority  of  her  visits  are  to  people  over  65 
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years  of  age.  The  more  complicated  medico-social  problems  arising 
among  elderly  persons  are  usually  the  province  of  the  Health  Visitor, 
and  on  their  account  she  has  to  liaise  with  all  varieties  of  social 
workers. 

Hostel  accommodation  for  the  infirm  is  provided  under  the 
County  Council  through  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at — 

(a)  Clayton,  Bradford. 

(b)  The  Shroggs,  Keighley. 

(c)  Hillworth  Lodge  (accommodation  for  200  men  and 

women). 

(d)  Morton  Banks  (accommodation  for  20  men). 

Certain  facilities  for  aged  couples  and  occasional  single  persons  are 
available  at  small  County  Homes  near  Wetherby  and  Addingham. 

For  aged  persons,  however,  living  in  their  own  homes  and 
amongst  familiar  places,  Denholme  has  an  active  Voluntary  Associa- 
tion. This,  independently  financed,  provides  a wide  range  of  social 
interests  and  activities  centred  on  the  Mechanics’  Institute.  Street 
visitation  of  the  infirm  and  sick  is  undertaken  by  volunteers,  and 
occupational  therapy  arranged  by  women  members  of  the  Association. 
The  whole  organisation  is  backed  by  a number  of  prominent  citizens 
and  the  Denholme  Urban  District  Council. 

District  Midwifery 

In  conformity  with  the  greater  degree  of  specialisation  which 
applies  in  this  subject.  District  Midwifery  has  been  separated  from 
District  Nursing.  Opportunity  was  afforded  for  the  change  when  the 
previous  District  Nurse/Midwife  resigned.  The  new  District  Mid- 
wife is  resident  in  Bingley,  and  is  responsible  for  Midwifery  in  the 
adjacent  part  of  the  Bingley  area,  including  Cullingworth,  Wilsden 
and  Harden.  Relief  is  undertaken  by  another  Bingley  Midwife. 

The  Midwife  has  a car  and  is  provided  with  apparatus  for  and 
is  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  a considerable  majority  of  women 
prefer  to  be  confined  in  hospital,  and  wherever  possible  the  wish  of 
the  expectant  woman  is  met.  There  is  a considerable  body  of  expert 
opinion,  however,  which  favours  home  confinement,  and  wherever 
regular  Ante-natal  supervision  at  the  Clinic,  or  in  the  home,  can  be 
coupled  with  reasonable  home  amenities,  there  seems  no  reason  why 
domiciliary  confinement  should  not  be  encouraged  in  the  normal  case. 
A Doctor  and  Nurse  attend  the  Clinic  at  Denholme,  where  blood 
examinations  and  other  necessary  facilities  are  provided. 

Home  Nuning. 

This  scheme  is  now  administered  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  and  the  District  Nurse,  as  heretofore,  attends  the  sick, 
the  infirm  and  the  aged.  The  Nurse  continues  to  be  resident  in 
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Denholme,  but  limits  her  practice  to  District  Nursing.  She  covers 
Denholme,  Harden,  Cullingwonh  and  Wilsden,  and  has  her  own  car 
to  facilitate  visitation  to  outlying  places. 

This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  aas  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
to  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clinical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
relieving  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitors  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  the  supervisory 
staff  at  County  Hall,  and  the  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with 


the  Department.

PREVENTION 

OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 

Health  Education  Propaganda. 

AFTER  CARE. 

Through  the  West  Riding  County  Council  facilities  provided  by 
the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  were  utilised.  Propaganda 
material  included  posters  exhibited  on  hoardings,  leaflets  distributed 
in  Clinics  and  public  works.  Lectures  given  by  Medical  Officers,  Public 
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Health  Inspectors  and  other  Health  Officers  to  the  general  public. 
Associations  and  Clubs. 

It  is  often  forgotten  that  Health  Education  applies  to  the  teacher 
as  well  as  the  pupil:  to  the  Doctor  and  Nurse  as  well  as  to  the  Coun- 
cillor and  member  of  the  general  public.  In  this  respect  the  Central 
Council  provides  a range  of  interests  and  facilities,  including  Study 
Courses,  little  considered  and  all  too  seldom  appreciated.  Health 
Education  should  be  deliberate,  purposeful  and  planned  as  a special 
subject,  not  left  as  a casual  side  effect.  I emphasise  this,  conscious 
of  defects  in  the  Department  which  should  be  recognised  and  remedied 
by  each  Officer  who  is  interested  in  his  or  her  subject. 


Hospitals. 

Progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  establishment  of  Care  and 
After  Care  Service,  and  an  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital.  Entirely  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments exist  with  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  Infectious  Disease  Service 
and  Maternity  Home,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  notifica- 
tion of  admission  and  discharge  from  the  Keighley  Group  Hospitals. 

At  the  Bradford  ‘A’  and  ‘B’  Groups  liaison  by  letter  and  tele- 
phone between  Almoner  and  Health  Visitor  on  behalf  of  Denholme 
residents  is  close.  Notification  of  either  admission  or  discharge,  which 
in  the  case  of  school  children  and  aged  persons  would  be  important 
to  the  Health  Department,  is  not  practised. 

For  persons  discharged  from  hospital,  District  Nurses  provide 
from  stock  minor  equipment  such  as  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  air  rings, 
and  larger  items,  e.g.  mattresses  and  invalid  chairs,  are  supplied  from 
divisional  stocks.  Extra  milk  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician 
is  supplied  to  the  Tuberculous,  and  such  matters  as  provision  of  Home 
Helps,  District  Nurses,  attention  to  housing  needs,  reference  to  Nat- 
ional Assistance  Board,  Welfare  Officers  and  help  from  Charities  such 
as  the  Salts  Trust,  are  all  matters  within  the  province  of  After  Care. 

Recnperative  Home  Treatment. 

There  are  five  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them.

Home  Help  Service. 

During  1956  the  demand  for  the  services  of  Home  Helps  contin- 
ued steadily  to  increase. 

Recruitment  of  suitable  women  as  Home  Helps  against  the  com- 
petitive claims  of  industry  continues  to  prove  a problem.  The 
majority  of  women  are  in  need  of  full-time  regular  employment,  and 
are  wary  of  working  for  the  Service  without  guaranteed  work.  Those 
anxious  to  obtain  part-time  emplo5nnent  are  invariably  married 
women  with  young  children,  and  while  their  work  has,  in  the  main, 
been  of  a high  standard  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public,  there 
is  an  ever-present  possibility  of  absence  on  accoimt  of  the  children. 

The  greatest  need  occurs  in  relation  to  the  aged,  many  of  whose 
relatives  are  in  employment,  and,  having  children  of  their  own,  are 
unable  to  care  for  the  old  people.  In  some  cases  the  elderly  are 
neglected  by  relatives  and  left  entirely  dependent  upon  help  from  the 
Service.  Latterly  the  demands  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 
and  the  increased  popularity  of  Home  Helps  have  tended  to  deviate 
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service  from  the  sick  infirm  aged  to  the  expectant  mother.  There  is 
constant  need  to  check  the  genuine  priority  of  each  request  for  help. 

Occasionally  Home  Helps  attending  cases  over  a long  period 
and  giving  entire  satisfaction,  are  persuaded  to  work  privately  in  the 
household.  Although  this  saves  hours,  it  deprives  the  Service  of 
personnel. 

Withal  the  Service  is  much,  appreciated,  especially  by  aged 
persons  living  alone,  and  by  elderly  couples  when  illness  befalls. 
Fears  of  having  to  give  up  their  homes  arc  quickly  dispelled  by 
practical  help  given  by  kindly,  cheerful  women.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Divisional 
Office  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

The  Health  Visitor  for  Denholme  is  provided  with  a telephone 
at  her  home  which  facilitates  contact  with  various  sections  of  the 
Health  Department,  Hospitals,  Private  Doctors  and  public.  She  is 
authorised  to  use  her  car  over  a wide  area,  which  greatly  facilitates 
and  expedites  work  in  connection  with  Clinics,  Schools,  Home  Help 
enquiries,  visits  to  aged  etc.  Accommodation  for  her  office  work  is 
provided  at  Myrtle  Park,  Bingley  where  she  co-operates  with  the 
Health  Visitors  and  members  of  the  staff. 

The  District  Nurse  is  also  authorised  to  use  her  car  on  County 
business  and  is  provided  with  a telephone  in  her  home.  Indeed  in  a 
scattered  area  of  this  nature  high  mobility  is  necessary  to  promote 
efficiency  among  the  health  team  responsible  for  domiciliary  work. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 
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Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  examole,  neriods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Smith  and  staff  for  their 
consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Pneumonia  was  prevalent  during  the  first  and  last  quarters  of  the  year, 
and  in  only  two  instances  were  young  children  affected.  On  the  other 
hand  9 cases  were  notified  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  Notifica- 
tion of  Pneumonia  cov’^ers  a wide  variety  of  clinical  conditions.  In 
few  of  these  has  the  incidence  become  lower,  but  fortunately  the 
severity  of  attack  and  the  frequency  of  a fatal  outcome  has  been 
modified  by  the  appropriate  use  of  anti-biotics. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  2 cases  were  notified,  and  the  only  other  streptococcal  in- 
fection reported  was  one  of  Erysipelas.  Generally  speaking  streptoc- 
occal infections  seemed  infrequent  during  the  year. 

Although  Measles  was  non-epidemic  and  Poliomyelitis  absent, 
the  year  was  characterised  by  the  early  appearance  of  troublesome 
intestinal  complaints.  These  usually  took  the  form  of  diarrhoea  due 
to  Gastro  Enteritis.  Three  organisms  were  isolated  from  different 
groups  of  cases,  usually  occurring  in  family  groups — 

(a)  Sonne  Dysentery.  Although  the  West  Riding  Division  had 
been  comparatively  free  from  this  infection,  Denholme  had 
more  than  usual.  It  would  seem  that  the  likely  source  was 
the  City  of  Bradford.  The  first  cases  appeared  during  the 
month  of  August,  and  continued  into  the  early  months  of 
1957.  As  expected,  predominantly  a young  age  group  was 
infected. 
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(b)  One  case  of  Typhi-Murium  infection  was  reported  in  Den- 
holme  early  in  January.  A series  of  cases,  however,  occurred 
in  August  and  September,  multiple  infection  being  common 
in  a few  families. 

(c)  A single  case  of  Salmonella  Derbyii  was  isolated. 

Although  prepared  meat  dishes  are  usually  indicted  in  these 
infections,  personal  and  domestic  hygiene  play  an  important  part  in 
preventing  spread.  This  is  particularly  true  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  and 
the  following  information  is  relevant,  and  should  be  known  by  all 
persons  who  seek  to  improve  the  health  of  the  public. 

The  acute  case  and  symptomless  excreter  of  germs  remains  the 
prevalent  source  of  infection.  Contamination  of  food,  food  utensils, 
toys,  dust  are  all  secondary  to  defective  personal  habits,  and  poor 
housing  and  grouping  of  high  susceptibles  contributory  factors. 
Recurrence  of  infection  within  the  family  group  usually  indicates  a 
low  standard  of  hygiene.  Indeed  infectious  Gastro  Enteritis  is  a 
useful  criterion  of  the  level  of  hygiene  in  an  area.  Its  continued 
presence,  a high  infection  rate,  a rapid  spread  within  the  family  and 
unusual  difficulty  in  eradication  are  all  indications  of  the  need  to 
review  the  public  health  attack  on  defective  personal  habits. 

Special  attention  is  required  for  children  who  cannot  toilet  them- 
selves. Thorough  cleansing  of  lavatory  seats,  chains,  door  handles, 
chamber  pots,  napkins  and  linen,  play-room  floors,  crockery  and  food 
utensils,  and  full  attention  to  cleanliness  and  ventilation  of  rooms 
would  reduce  the  risk  from  infected  individuals  and  dust.  Early 
consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  followed  by  prompt  treatment 
when  the  first  suspicious  case  appears,  with  a practical  policy  of  room 
isolation  would  reduce  much  absence  from  work  and  school  and 
unnecessary  infection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Children 
suffering  from  diarrhoea  should  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  mix  with 
other  children,  since  acute  cases  are  even  more  infectious  than  the 
unsuspected  carrier. 

Whooping  Cough 

13  cases  were  notified  during  the  early  autumn.  11  were  under 
10  years  of  age.  Facilities  are  available  at  Clinics  and  through  private 
Doctors  for  preventive  inoculation  against  this  infection. 

Tuberculosis 

3 new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  It  is 
interesting  to  note,  however,  that  2 were  inward  transfers  from  other 
areas.  There  were  no  deaths  during  1956  ascribed  to  Tuberculosis. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation 

The  relative  infrequency  of  Scabies  and  the  low  demand  for 
public  cleansing  accommodation,  together  with  the  demolition  of 
Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre,  Shipley,  led  to  arrangement  with 
neighbouring  authorities  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  occasional  case. 
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Where  possible  disinfection  or  disinfestation  is  carried  out  in  the 
home,  and  indeed  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  Scabies  can  be  con- 
trolled by  prompt  treatment  through  the  family  Doctor.  No  cases 
were  brought  to  my  attention  during  1956.  When  public  services 
are  needed  it  is  usually  in  relation  to  the  Problem  or  near  Problem 
Family.

B.C.G. 

Parents  of  13  year  old  children  who  attend  Secondary  Schools 
are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  their  children.  The  Mantoux  test 
is  first  applied  to  determine  whether  the  child  has  already  acquired 
resistance  against  Tuberculosis.  Where  such  resistance  is  absent 
B.C.G.  is  administered.  415  children  had  Mantoux  tests,  and  of  these 
314  were  vaccinated.  Subsequent  tests  to  ascertain  the  degree  of 
immunity  developed  are  made  in  the  succeeding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  13  year  old  group,  the  Chest  Physician  and 
his  staff  offer  B.C.G.  immunisation  to  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  numbered  76. 

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Keighley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  'bus 
or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  through  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be  supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical 
records,  dental  services  and  clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Super- 
visor members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted  children 
to  and  from  the  Centre.

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  is  collected 
on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  portion  of  which 
is  within  the  Denholme  Urban  District.  Out  of  a total  of  1,027 
dwellinghouses  no  less  than  978  have  a piped  supply.  The  remainder, 
being  in  the  outlying  districts,  rely  on  springs  and  wells  which  are 
fairly  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  serviced  with  main  sewers 
which  gravitate  to  two  sewage  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with 
an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  41,250  gallons  per  day.  The  other  at  Whalley 
Lane  dealing  with  an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  7,875  gallons  per  day. 

Both  works  are  of  modern  design  incorporating  screens,  detritus 
tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  Sludge  is  dealt  with  by 
air  drying. 

Of  the  areas  not  connected  to  the  main  sewers — the  southern  end 
of  the  district,  which  is  sparsely  populated,  and  any  houses  fit  for 
re-conditioning — are  being  provided  with  septic  tanks.  48  houses 
now  have  drain  connections  to  septic  tanks. 

One  septic  tank  and  filter  has  been  constructed  during  the  year. 

An  estate  of  37  semi-detached  houses  is  drained  to  a septic  tank 
and  filter,  which  are  of  poor  design  and  inadequate.  A scheme  is 
being  prepared  for  the  construction  of  an  ejector  station  and  rising 
main  to  discharge  the  sewage  into  the  sewer  for  treatment  at  the 
Whalley  Lane  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

One  small  stream,  in  the  main  an  overflow  from  the  reservoir, 
remains  comparatively  free  from  pollution.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  work- 
men with  a seven  cubic  yard  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Vehicle.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  from  bins  and  pails,  and 
privies  are  emptied  every  14  to  21  days. 

Four  ashpits  in  the  central  area  have  been  abolished,  dust  bins 
having  been  provided  in  lieu.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council’s  tips  at  Whalley  Lane  and  Doe  Park.  A 
considerable  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  Whalley  Lane  tip 
is  apparent  following  the  use  of  a light  tractor  and  scraper  blade.  The 
services  of  the  Fire  Brigade  were  sought  in  order  to  minimise  smoke 
nuisance  from  the  tip,  and  satisfactory  results  were  achieved.

Although  no  reliable  figure  exists  as  to  the  number  of  over- 
crowded houses,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  need  for  new  houses  in 
this  direction  is  not  acute.  This  would  appear  to  be  borne  out  by  the 
number  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  who  make  complaint  of 
overcrowding  as  a reason  for  re-housing.  On  inspection  it  has  been 
found  that  either  the  house  is  not  legally  overcrowded  or  that  the 
best  use  is  not  made  of  the  accommodation.  The  assessment  of 
overcrowding  as  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  is  not  however  in  keep- 
ing with  present  day  trends  and  special  consideration  would  be 
necessary  should  the  “bedroom  standard”  be  generally  adopted. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  relieved.

It  will  be  observed  that  no  reference  has  been  made  to  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  at  any  of  the  premises  where  food  for  sale  is 
prepared  and  handled.  It  is  intended  that  a survey  of  these  premises 
will  be  completed  during  the  coming  year.  A commencement  has 
been  made  and  it  is  encouraging  to  find  that  management  of  the  first 
shop  inspected  where  a considerable  amount  of  food  is  prepared,  have 
co-operated  fully  and  undertaken  to  make  extensive  improvements. 


Meat  Inspection  etc. 

On  the  execution  of  works  necessary  to  ensure  a reasonable 
standard,  one  additional  slaughterhouse  was  re-licensed  during  the 
year,  making  a total  of  5 licensed.  422  inspections  were  made. 
One  slaughterhouse  is  primarily  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses,  a 
large  proportion  of  ‘which  were  exported. 
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As  a first  step  towards  improving  conditions,  the  Council  adopted 
new  byelaws  relating  to  sanitary  conditions  and  management  which 
will  now  be  taken  into  consideration  when  future  applications  are 
received. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  authorised  to  act  as  Certification 
Officer  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme,  and  £10 
was  received  from  the  Ministry  for  this  service.

FAMILY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION. 

Dr.  Buckle,  Hon.  Medical  Officer  to  the  Association,  reports  as 
follows: — 

“ The  work  of  the  Shipley  Branch  of  the  F.P.A.  has  continued 
smoothly  over  the  past  year. 

The  institution  of  a second  medical  team  has  proved  most  satis- 
factory— Dr.  Ling  and  I have  seen  a total  of  1,797  patients,  of  which 
594  were  new  patients. 

It  will  be  noted,  from  the  figures  set  out  below,  that  the  propor- 
tion of  new  patients  from  the  Bradford  area  is  even  more  marked  than 
in  1955-56. 
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We  have  had  an  increased  number  of  patients  referred  to  us  from 
psychiatric  clinics,  and  general  practitioners  have  continued  to  refer 
patients  to  us. 

Financial  stringency  continues  to  be  the  reason  most  often  given 
by  patients  seeking  our  advice.  Patients  find  it  difficult  to  provide 
for  more  than  2 — 3 children  and  maintain  what  they  consider  to  be 
a good  standard  of  living. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  nursing  staff,  voluntary  helpers 
and  Red  Cross  members,  who  have  given  their  assistance  throughout 
the  year.”

Health  Vigiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
CO  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  Assistant  Health 
Visitors  who  undertake  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House  and  Myrtle 
Park  Clinics,  10  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the  Div- 
ision, 4 of  whom  are  allotted  to  Shipley.  The  Health  Visitor  is  now 
the  General  Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every 
aspect  of  Public  Health  work.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has 
unlimited  scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mother- 
craft  and  Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my 
opinion  more  general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce 
the  multiplicity  of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
